Finley, 
John Powers and all the others accused 
of having been connected with this foul 
crime save the miserable Henry Yout- 
aey, who is serving a life term in the 
Bute penitentiary. Gov. Willson states 
that it is his belief that Youtsey and 
Youtaey alone, without being aided or 
abetted by anyoae, killed Goebel. This 
view might be tenable as to the inno¬ 
cence of Caleb Powers t nd James How¬ 
ard, both of whom had been tried, and 
the records in whose cases the Cover-1 
nor says he had thoroughly studied, be-1 
fore granting the pardons. As to the | 
last ones, however, the Governor, had 1 
no records to go by as they have been 
fugitives from justice since the killing 
of the lamented Goebel and not a one of 
them has stood trial. 

We cannot say that we are surprised 
at the action of the Governor, but we 
are sincerely disappointed. It is a 
travesty on justice that one of the lead¬ 
ing men of this State should be foully 
assassinated and all save one of the ac¬ 
cused be freed by pardon.

They never saw 
each other again. 

It all hapened years ago. and since 
then Letitia has become more infatu¬ 
ated than ever. "Perhaps." she some¬ 
times thought to herself to allay the 
loneliness of heart, "1 should not have 
been ha|ppy with him. Perhaps I am 
better as I am.” 

As for Mrs. de Rutsen, she thinks : 
Letitia an extremely lucky woman. 

To a friend who once wondered why 
Letitia had never married she said; 

"Years ago a man once asked her. I 
did everything In my power to brink 
them together, but she refused him. 
You see she is so happy with me. And 
I find her so useful."

Government Slowly Solving Problei 
of Transportation. 


The great problem in Alaska is that 
of transportation. Lvery place of pres 
ent importance in southeastern Alas¬ 
ka and southwestern Alaska is reached 
by steamer, and the government is 
slowly putting in the necessary light¬ 
houses. The one railroad over the 
White pass is a convenient link with 
the up|»er-Yukon and there are several 
lines ih progress from the coast far¬ 
ther northward to the lower. Yukon 
valley. Outsiders have strange notions 
about Alaskan geography: a project 
was actually formed for building a 
railroad from Portland canal on the 
southern boundary of Alaska to Skag- 
way. Ignoring inlets which penetrate a 
hundred miles up Into the mountains, 
and quite overlooking the vast gla 
clers which'come down into the sea. 
over which no railroad could possibly 
be maintained. The Guggenheim in 
terests are building a road from Va* 
dez northward ‘ to. reach copper and 
other mines, and a rival company has 
constructed one miie of road out of 
Valdez and has one locomotive. 

If the Yukon valley prove to "be 
available for settlers; some time a 
road will parallel the river and thus 
keep up the winter, transit. At present 
the winter highways in tkaat part or 
the world are t,rails traversed only by 
dog uledges.
